“ Clannish ge at Home. 

“The majority of Italians in America are 
from the south of Italy.

Their horizon includes home, family, and 
native village. It possibly extends to prov- 
inee. But beyond that every one is a foreign- 
er and to him indifferent and a creature not 
to be trusted, ¢ Genoese or Lombard is as 
far temperamentally from ‘a Calabrian or a 
Sicilian as from a Canadian. They speak

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Fading Caused by Hot Irons. 

Pading is caused by too hot irons. The 
fading of colored articies ie due often not 
to the waehing, but the froning. Too hot 
frona are used directly on the material and 
this will fade delicate colors more than any 
amount of washing. The effect is even worse 
than strong sunlight. Be sure that the ar- 
ticle is evenly dampened and that the iron is 
only hot enough to smooth the wrinkles prop 
erly by firm, even pressure. and you will have 
no more trouble from fading.

While “Mona Lisa”. is itnestimably beyond any 
other’ picture in the world in value, as it is in ex- 
pressed genius, the valine of all authentic old masters 
has risen recently to a plane such ‘as the world of 
art never dreamed possible. 

At the sales at Christie's In London recently nearly 
$3,000,000 has been received for eleven collections. 
Nine mezzotints, published orizinally at $6 each, 
brought $47,500 at auction, and the prices bid for 
paintings and art objects have been so extravagant 
that many art lovers are protesting. 

In. view of the disclosures fhe old ‘idea that the 
acquiring of o14 masters was no more than a fad of 
the wealthy—indulged as a sop to their vanity and 
@ pleasing inspiration for newspaper stories—has 
been rather effectively exploded.

At no time in the history of art has there been 
such an insatiable demand for old masters.

Even 
America has of late furnished its quota of faked pic- 
tures, since, judging from the disclosures in the re- 
cent Evans-Clausen-Dawson affair before the Su- 
preme court in New York, gems from the brushes of 
Innéss, Martin. Wyant, and others could be had while 
waiting. 

There is an ever increasing instead of decreasing 
demand for old pictures. This must be satisfied, and, 
since many worthy artists find they: can not make « 
fair living selling their own works, they turn to this 
more profitable field; others seem to have a perfect 
genius for imitation and choose this line as @.mat- 
ter of preference instead. of cultivating individuality 
in their art. 


Old Masters Beteisicaly Imitated. 


Brussels, Cologne, Munich, Vienna. and Paris fur- 
nish the largest output of. the spurious old masters. 
Paris. is, of course, the central distributing point 
and supplies the largest share of these “faked” mas- 
terpléces. These creations do not hall from the 80 
much talked about studios of the more or less ec- 


centric and romantic artists of Montmartre or the Quar~- 


tier Latin. Most all engaged in this branch of art

to a number of washings by which. the entire orig- 
inal subject is obliterated, still leaving a fairly sub- 
stantial background. On this the subject from some 
illustrious master is painted, which, when completed, 
is treated to a complicated finishing process. 

Another method, more expedient but involving 
more risk, is to transfer a freshly painted picture 
to an old canvas which has not been washed off 
but prepared with a secret composition of a pecu- 
liar -glue, the strength of which detaches the paint 
from the freshly painted canvas. 

In this case it is not necessary, nor even desirable, 
that every detail be transferred, as any which are 
missed are added as “ restorations,” and this feature 
is a valuable point in an old painting. The old 
maste® is now ready for the oven. Fresh paint is 
aiways too smooth, and to mark the “passing of 
ages” a canvas thus prepared is treated exactly like 
@ piece of toast.

“ Age’ in the Baking. 


After coming from the oven it fe crusty. has the 
proper crackle, and the minute scales characteristic 
of age. Now for the color or haze imparted only by 
Fat.jer Time. The judicious employment of a mixture 
of lamp black, diluted copal, and impalpable box wood 
ashes helps the fliusion immensely. This, with a lit- 
tle Heorice juice mixed with a few drops of iodide, 
is then emptied on the freshly baked old master. 
after which it is. gently but thoroughly massaged 
with the palm of the hand. This gives it that which 
connoisseurs and experts learnedly refer to as the 
“warm and golden tone of age.” 

No really self-respecting old ‘master is without fly 
specks, and this important feature has to be attended 
to. A small, stiff bristle ‘brush is dipped in a solu- 
tion’ of sepia, India ink, and gutn arabic. The artist, 
holding the brush’a short distance from the picture, 
snaps the bristles with ‘nis finger. The fly specks 
and a century or more are thus added to the long 
rags old master.
